EDITORIAL NOTES - 


The Year 


HEN, during the last days of 1934, we sit in 

reflection on happenings in connection with 
racing and breeding, we arrive at the certain con- 
clusion that this was a good year for the Turf. 
In respect of dollars and cents, it was not the 
best year since the beginning of the depression 
in 1929, but in the matter of uplift and forward 
movement, more progress was made in 1934 than 
in any other year of the past two decades. 


The outstanding achievement of 1934 was the 
enactment of the New York law. This gave rac- 
ing in the Empire State a security it had not 
enjoyed since the blighting enactment under the 
Hughes’ administration—which rendered the 
tracks idle for two years (1911 and 1912)—and it 
is working a restoration of the all essential added 
values to races. 


The year experienced a broadening of the rac- 
ing territory by enactment of sanctioning legis- 
lation in Rhode Island and Massachusetts, and by 
the building of new tracks in Rhode Island, Cali- 
tornia and Texas, to say nothing of better meet- 
ings in Oregon, Washington and South Dakota 
than those States had enjoyed in a quarter cen- 
tury. Then, too, sentiment in New Jersey, which 
has a State Racing Commission without racing, 
and in Delaware, similarly situated, is approach- 
ing sanction of betting laws; there also is an- 
nounced a meeting for Arizona, which has been 
“dark” for some time, and Nebraska is prepar- 
ing for a revival of the sport at Omaha’s noted 
Ak-Sar-Ben Field. 


We believe some progress has also been made 
in the attempt to show the racing States that it is 
a mistake to overtax the sport, and we believe 
that experiences during the year will cause wise 
racing companies and the Commissions empow- 
ered to govern them to want a reduction in the 
“take” from pari-mutuel pooling. 

The year has seen the birth of the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners, the 
Thoroughbred Breeders and Horsemen’s Associa- 
tion of Texas, and the American Trainers’ Asso-

ciation, representative of three distinct branches 
of the racing sport and industry. These organi- 
zations, and the older Thoroughbred Club of 
America, promise, through cooperation, that 
America will enjoy better horses, better racing 
conditions, better government and better racing. 

As the year closes, marked dimunition in the 
use of narcotic drugs on the race courses of the 
country has been achieved, and the tendency, 
generally speaking, is away from evil practices. 

Steps have been taken in Texas and California 
looking to the suppression of handbooks, pool- 
rooms and the service to those illegal betting 
places that dot the land like fly specs on a window 
pane. There are hopeful signs that out of the 
action against them there may come their regu- 
lation under license or their suppression. 

THE BLoop-HoRSE has kept its readers posted 
about the improved state of the market for Thor- 
oughbred horses during the year. Values have 
advanced in spite of the manipulations and abuses 
practiced through claiming races, and in spite of 
the lower purses in many directions. This in- 
crease has been due to the widening scope of rac- 
ing activity and to the gradual improvement in 
economic conditions the country over. 

We believe that all interested in the welfare of 
the Turf for the sake of the sport and the horse, 
and thereby for the sake of the Nation, which 
must, in the last analysis, have the benefit of 
Thoroughbred sires for production of an arm of 
defense, should and will strive for further cor- 
rection of abuses, carrying on the good work 
so well advanced during 1934. 

Looking at the breeding side of the picture, we 
find the blood of Domino, Ben Brush, Hanover, 
Fair Play—the four cardinal American lines— 
and of *Rock Sand, whose influence, thanks in 
greatest measure to Major August Belmont, has 
been very great in this country, outstanding in 
the juvenile stars of 1934. We find Domino and 
Ben Brush running strongly in Balladier, Black 
Helen and Boxthorn; Fair Play and *Rock Sand 
in Chance Sun; Domino and Fair Play in Nellie 
Flag: Domino in Omaha; Domino, Ben Brush and 
Hanover in Plat Eye; Fair Play and *Rock Sand 
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in Psychic Bid; Domino, Ben Brush, Hanover and 
*Rock Sand in Rosemont; Domino and Hanover 
in Sailor Beware, and Domino, Ben Brush and 
*Rock Sand in Toro Nancy. 


Cavalcade, chief money-winning 3-year-old, 
though born on American soil, is a product of 
English mating and carries no American blood in 
his veins. There is present, however, a strain of 
Sainfoin from whose loins came *Rock Sand. Dis- 
covery, which was forever knocking at the door 
of leadership, and which outlasted others in his 
division, carries Hanover and Fair Play. Hada- 
gal’s only American line is Hanover’s. High Glee 
claims crosses of Ben Brush, Fair Play and *Rock 
Sand. High Quest carries Fair Play and *Rock 
Sand. Lady Reigh has a cross of Domino. Mata 
Hari carries Domino, *Rock Sand, Fair Play and 
an extra cross of Hastings, sire of Fair Play. 
Observant carries two crosses of Domino and one 
of *Bonnie Scotland, grandsire of Ben Brush. 
Peace Chance, a grandson of Fair Play, is fortified 
with a cross of *Rock Sand. Riskulus has two 
crosses each of Domino and Hanover. Singing 
Wood has two crosses each of Domino and Ben 
Brush and one of Hanover, while Time Supply is 
rich in a combination of the blood of Ben Brush, 
Domino (twice), Fair Play and *Rock Sand, and 
there comes in a line of Hindoo and another of 
Lexington, the latter close up on the distaff side. 


Thus there is only one “outlander’’ among the 
2-year-olds and 3-year-olds of prominence this 
year, and this is a matter of importance to those 
who are definitely concerned with the production 
of superior horses in America. Of the horses 
above named, Black Helen, Omaha, Hadagal and 
High Quest carry the blood of *Teddy, the last 
mentioned three through his son *Sir Gallahad 
III, which in 1933 headed the list of sires, and, 
when the second and third monies are counted in, 
is likely to do so again for 1934. In High Quest, 
Motto, Gallant Sir and Hadagal, *Sir Gallahad 
III begat four of the 30 leading money-winning 
horses of this year. 

Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane, whose horses race 
in the name Brookmeade Stable, heads the list of 
winning owners, with Cornelius Vanderbilt Whit- 
ney second, Joseph Early Widener third, and Mrs. 
Payne Whitney, who is owner of the Greentree 
Stable, fourth. 


Hirsch Jacobs is again the leading trainer in 
point of number of races won, but we wonder if 
he would show such numbers in winning brackets, 
should he be deprived of the claiming  privi- 
lege? We are not meaning to take anything 
from the young man, but we doubt seriously if, 
in his limited experience, he has acquired the skill 
to condition and place horses such as is possessed 
by those older trainers who stand ahead of him 
in money-winnings of their charges. Acquiring 
and racing a well-conditioned horse is easy, but

“Padding” 


UT of Chicago last week came a story to the 
effect that “a group of race track swindlers 
have taken more than $100,000 from bookmakers 
in Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City and other Mid- 
dle West cities in the last few weeks,” and fur- 
ther that ‘a half-dozen ‘bookies’ in Chicago 
claimed they have been forced out of business by 
the ‘padding’ of mutuels at the Charles Town 
track in West Virginia.” 
Well, now, that shouldn't be surprising, if true, 
and very likely it hasn't been disturbing to any 
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except the wailing handbookers and those other 
parasites who have been living off the fat taken 
from suckers who patronize the “rooms.” 

Since the “war” between rival poolroom-hand- 
book service companies started a few weeks ago, 
we have been reading and hearing much about 
doings in and out of the places of service buyers 
that have a tendency to make the “layers” 
nervous about their bankrolls. 

Service “war” days are happy days for wire- 
tappers and others of the ilk apparently prefer- 
ring a dollar that way to two fairly gained. But 
“padding”’ can hardly be classified under the head 
of “swindling,” in the accepted American sense of 
the word. 

“Padding” carries some hazards, in that the 
plans of the “padder’ do not always work out 
to his advantage, though they usually do, and, 
again, the “padder” must provide and risk money 
to attain his end. His money goes into the 
pool at the race course along with the money of 
other people at the race course, and it most fre- 
quently happens that he makes a better price for 
them than they had made for themselves. 

When the handbooker sends money back to the 
track to be put into the pools for the express 
purpose of decreasing the odds on certain horses, 
that isn’t referred to by layers as “padding.” 
They call that “go back money,” and they say 
with all candor that it constitutes their “support 
of the racing game.” , 

We shouldn't laugh at the wailing of the hand- 
bookers, though they seem ludicrous at times, 
neither should we pity them much, because they 
are saps. The best evidence of that fact is that 
they are paying politicians to let them pay others 
for gambling information that comes to them 
under the name “‘service,’’ with no guarantee of 
protection from the filching designs of wire- 
tappers. 

The suit of one faction in the General News 
Bureau against another faction in the same com- 
pany, calling for an accounting and distribution 
of profits, now in Judge John Prystalski’s court in 
Chicago, is bringing out some facts concerning 
the enormous takings from this traffic, which a 
lawyer of one faction has called “illegal profits 
of an illegal business.” 

Meanwhile the track owners, horse breeders, 
norse Owners, horse trainers and their employees 
“take it and like it,” as the saying goes. They, 
too, are saps. 

Let us hope that out of this disorder will come 
chaos, and that through the evil being disclosed 
there will come good for the Turf. 


THREE-FURLONG RACES 

John B. Campbell, racing secretary at Tropical 
Park, on December 20 said that all 2-year-old 
races after January 1 would be at three furlongs, 
around the turn. The Coral Way course, 40 feet 
less than a quarter-mile, will be used only as a 
chute for longer races. 


ROCKY RIDGE FARM 


By H. S. FINNEY 


VIDENCE of the increasing popularity of the 

Old Line State of Maryland among Thor- 
oughbred breeders is afforded by the large num- 
ber of small breeding establishments which have 
come into being during the last few years, small 
farmers in many sections of the State having 
taken the opportunity afforded of acquiring 
foundation stock at a low figure, and business 
people having bought farms during the time of 
low prices and now are developing them. Among 
the latter group is the Rocky Ridge Farm of Mrs. 
Elizabeth C. Buck, busy executive of an impor- 
tant commercial enterprise, located in Baltimore 
County near the village of Butler. 


The farm is under the management of W. Mor- 
ris Hampson, who also has a few horses there, 
as does Howard Buck, Jr. There are about 190 
acres of land in the farm, largely on the sunny 
side of a long hill which bisects the property. 
Limestone streams abound, and there are several 
small paddocks handy to the barns. 


The first Thoroughbred owned by the Bucks 
was the chestnut mare Fair Rebel, a half-sister, 
by *Royal Canopy, to the stakes winners Lord 
Baltimore and Lady Baltimore, all being out of 
old Federal Girl, by Ultimus. Fair Rebel has a 
coming 38-year-old named Reba, by Catalan; a 
coming yearling by Constitution, which is an out- 
standing individual, but a short while back slipped 
twins to Chilhowee. 


Four other mares have been picked up here 
and there as the opportunity of getting apparent 
bargains was presented, among them being White 
Gown, by Friar Rock out of Janet Blair, by Sir 
Martin, and coming from the family of Frizette. 
White Gown received the embrace of Jamestown 
last season, and is in foal. Starry, a winning 
daughter of *Stefan the Great from Istar, by 
Von Tromp tracing to *Isis, by Bend Or, is a 
newcomer to the farm. These three mares have 
been booked to Blind Play for next season, their 
owners being mindful of the Psychic Bid and 
Peace Chance successes. 


The other mares are Denise by Tredennis out 
of *Barribel II, by Bayardo, which has a Consti- 
tution colt and will be bred to Ladkin, and *Prude 
II, a German mare, bought as a ’chaser and a 
winner of several races for Mrs. Buck. *Prude 
II is in foal to South Breeze and is booked to 
Chilhowee for 1935. 


There are three coming 2-year-olds which will 
go into Merryman Black's stable: The Swagman, 
chestnut son of Display out of Toddle, by Celt; a 
big lusty unnamed colt by Espino out of White 
Gown, owned by Morris Hampson, and an un- 
named bay filly by the staying *“Bucellas from 
Denise. Several hunters fill the list of the horses 
at present at Rocky Ridge, but it is the intention 
of the Bucks to add to their holdings as they 
have the opportunity. 
PLAN NORTH CAROLINA RACES 

Interest in steeplechasing and flat racing has 
been aroused in Pinehurst, N. C., by the announce- 
ment that an organization called the Sandhills 
Steeplechase and Racing Association has been 
formed and will conduct weekly race meetings 
there, beginning New Year’s Day and continuing 
on every Saturday through January, February 
end March. 
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No. 5. Pilate 


ILLIAM ROBERTSON COE has made a 

most earnest effort to establish his Sho- 
shone Stud at Lexington as one of the best Thor- 
oughbred breeding nurseries in America. What 
successes have come to him have been richly de- 
served, and what successes await him in the 
future have been amply prepared for. But there 
have been numerous frustrations for him in re- 
cent years, among them the deaths of Black 
Maria and Cleopatra, two of his heroines of the 
Turf. An earlier series of setbacks began when 
The Finn, which he had purchased for $105,000, 
died in 1925. Mr. Coe then filled his place by the 
purchase of Friar Rock for $110,000. But in 
January, 1928, Friar Rock himself died at the 
age of 15, leaving only the stallions Sweep On 
and *Polymelian at Shoshone. The young Pom- 
pey had not then been advertised for stud service, 
but to fill the gap left by the unexpected death of 
Friar Rock he was pressed into service—and did 
nobly, as the records have proved. 

But undoubtedly the loss of Friar Rock was a 
matter of great regret to Mr. Coe. The best of 
the horses he sired during his two seasons at 
Shoshone was a most unlucky colt, foaled in 
1928, out of *Herodias. The colt was a chestnut, 
singularly marked, with dark “Bend Or spots’”’ 
here and there on his coat, crazily intermingled 
with the gray splotches indicative of his descent 
from The Tetrarch, sire of his dam. He was 
called Pilate, in keeping with the allusion of his 
dam’s name. As a yearling he appeared to have 
the making of a great horse, and the late Charles 
E. Patterson, who trained him, had no hesitancy 
in calling him great. But early in his 2-year-old 
training Pilate developed a difficulty in his hind- 
quarters which kept him from getting to the races 
that year. Its exact nature I do not know, but I 
do know it was a puzzler for veterinarians. By 
exercising a great deal of patience Mr. Patterson 
had him in condition for training the next spring, 
and after giving him an extended course of gal- 
loping at the farm and at the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation track, sent him East to Trainer Bennet 
Creech. 

On the car going East, I am told, Pilate suf- 
fered a slight injury to an ankle and after he 
arrived infection set in and it was found neces- 
sary to drain the injury with a tube. The ankle 
soon healed, but in healing it became slightly 
stiff. 

But Pilate got to the post finally, at Saratoga 
late in August. Trainer Creech put him in a 
$3,000 claiming race, saw him win, and saw him 
led away to the barn of John Whalen. The lat- 
ter started him right back, lost with him, then 
dropped him into a $2,000 claimer on the last 
day of the Saratoga meeting and won easily. 
Because of his infirmity the colt was not claimed. 
Mr. Whalen then saw that he had, not a selling 
plater, but a horse of high class, and he began 
to place him in better and better company until 
at length he pitted him against Mate, Clock Tower 
and other good ones in the mile and a quarter 
Maryland Handicap at Laurel Park. Pilate led 
almost to the finish line, then yielded victory by 
a nose to Clock Tower, which was conceding him 
four pounds. Mate was third. After that good 
performance he met bad luck again in the form 
of a filling in a hind ankle. Despite this new 
trouble, Elwood F. Cooney now stepped in and 
bought him from Mr. Whalen, at a price which 
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must have been five times, and may have been 
10 times, his claiming price in August. But 
despite his unsoundness, Pilate wound up the 
season by winning a mile and 70 yards race at 
Bowie on a heavy track. 

Pilate had won eight races in his first season 
(counting one in which he was second but re- 
ceived first money because the winner was dis- 
qualified for having been improperly entered). 
At the end of the year he was receiving plaudits 
as one of the best handicap prospects in the 
country. At four the next season, he ran 22 
times, won 12 races, but never quite came up to 
expectations, though he defeated such horses as 
Jack High, The Beasel, Microphone, Con Amore, 
Finite, Hygro, Gold Step, etc. At Laurel Park 
in October he set a new track record of 1:4145 
for a mile and 70 yards. But most of his victories 
were at distances less than a mile. To the public 
he appeared something of a quitter, as he would 
race at high speed for six or seven furlongs, then 
stop so suddenly that his rider sometimes had 
difficulty staying in the saddle. 

Now it developed that Pilate all along had 
been laboring under still another difficulty. He 
was a roarer. Trainer Schuttinger had Dr. C. N. 
Finch operate on his windpipe and remove the 
obstructing tissue there. (I remember that news- 
paper stories at the time insisted that Pilate 
was not a roarer and was not “wind-broken,” 
but simply had an obstruction in his windpipe. I 
don’t understand the distinction.) The trainer 
believed that Pilate now might be able to take 
his place near the top of the stakes division, 
reasoning that his sudden quitting had been due 
principally to his difficulty in breathing. But the 
operation apparently did not help much. 

Pilate got through the 1933 season with no 
more than his usual quota of mishaps. He 
started 12 times, won four races. In May he won 
the Paumonok Handicap, his first and only actual 
stakes success, on a muddy track, defeating 
Okapi, Pompeius and others. On September 1 he 
won the Senator Kavanaugh Handicap, one mile, 
at Saratoga, under 126 pounds. It proved to be 
his last race. A bowed tendon now climaxed all 
his other misfortunes, and it was shortly an- 
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nounced that he would be retired to the stud. His 
racing record:

The first stud season of Pilate was spent at 
Stromboli Farm in New Jersey, a breeding plant 
established by the late Samuel C. Hildreth, now 
owned by Mrs. Michael Van Beuren and Nelson I. 
Asiel, with Mr. Schuttinger as manager. There 
are reported in foal to him eight mares, namely, 
Lily, by “Spanish Prince II; Bonniebelle, by Pen- 
nant; *Nellie Grey, by Book; Glen Sprite, by 
*Glencairn; Baton d’Or, by *Gay Ronald; Pay 
Roll by Thunderer; *Gray Mist, by Sardanapale; 
Hustle Home, by Hustle On. 

Mr. Coe, I suppose, felt rather badly over hav- 
ing lost so good a horse as Pilate in a claiming 
race. I hear, however, that for some time he 
held the mistaken belief that Pilate was a gelding. 
His discovery that the son of Friar Rock was 
still entire must have started anew some of the 
day-dreaming that had caused him to buy Friar 
Rock nearly a decade earlier. At any rate he 
soon had Manager-Trainer Hugh Fontaine at 
work on a deal. Mr. Fontaine traded three horses 
of racing age for the young stallion. The trade 
was put through in August of this year, and 
Pilate is now back at his birthplace. I believe 
the opinion is virtually unanimous that Mr. Fon- 
taine made a good swap. 

Physically, Pilate recommends himself, as the 
photograph on the front cover will show to some 
extent. He is about 16 hands in height, deep- 
bodied, muscular, and of a commanding mascu- 
line appearance. I never saw Friar Rock, but 
Pilate resembles in many particulars the photo- 
graphs of that splendid performer, the best 
3-year-old of his year. The head and facial ex- 
pression, the neck and shoulder, and the withers, 
rising sharply out of the back to continue almost 
in a line with the crested neck, are like those of 
Friar Rock. But apparently the son is shorter 
in the back and shorter on the leg and generally 
a more blocky horse than the sire. 

*Herodias, the dam of Pilate, was brought to 
America as a yearling by Mr. Coe. She was a 
winner at two and three, and at four went to 
the stud. Beginning in 1921, she produced foals 
for 12 consecutive years. Her first two foals, in 
1921 and 1922, died, and in 1929 she had dead 
twins. Of the other nine, eight have won, the 
only non-winner being the 3-year-old filly Crotala, 
and I am disposed to believe she met with an acci- 
dent, as I remember her as an exceptionally 
promising yearling. The winners, besides Pilate, 
are Herodiade, by *Over There; Herodian, Circe 
and Herodiones, by The Finn; Black Majesty, by 
Black Toney; and Pompalo and Bluebeard, by 
Blue Larkspur. Black Majesty, a stakes winner, 
showed high class at two. Bluebeard is poten- 
tially a top-class horse, Trainer Fontaine be- 
lieves, but has not yet shown his best. 

The female line behind *“Herodias is a splendid 
one. The second dam, Honora, produced eight 
winners, including Lemonora. The third dam, 
Word of Honour, was not much in her own right 
as a racer or producer, but was out of the Oaks 
winner Geheimniss, dam of several good ones, 
including the sire *Oddfellow. 

In choosing mates for Pilate it would be best 
to appraise him first as an individual. He was 


a good race horse, probably would have been a 


much better one if he had fewer calamities. 
He had limitations as to stamina which may or 
may not have been principally due to his wind 
trouble. The only thing positive in this connec- 
tion is that he was a good miler. He had no 
preferences as to tracks, but won on all kinds. 
His disposition is good. He was a “good doer.” 
His threat affliction will not be taken seriously; 
in America roaring is largely disregarded, as the 
climate here rarely develops the actual difficulty 
in a potential roarer. “Star Shoot was a tubed 
horse when he came to this country, and his 
success was phenomenal. “Prince Charlie was a 
roarer. 

On a pedigree basis, there is a wide field for 
selecting good mates for Pilate. His two grand- 
sires are “Rock Sand and The Tetrarch. His two 
grandams are by Bend Or and Gallinule. In the 
tourth generation are Springfield, St Simon, Gal- 
liard, Isonomy. In the fifth there are three crosses 
of Hermit and a second cross of Bend Or. 

Missing are the “American” lines of Domino, 
Ben Brush, Hanover and Hastings. Missing also 
are Hampton, Carbine and Sundridge. These are 
therefore the most powerful outcrosses available. 
Whenever furnishing these outcrosses entails in- 
breeding to *Rock Sand, *Fairy Gold (dam of 
Fair Play) or Gallinule, there need be no hesi- 
tation in going ahead with it. Some of the names 
further back in Pilate’s pedigree should be re- 
peated in the pedigrees of his mates, especially 
St. Simon and Isonomy. 

The presence of *Rock Sand and *Fairy Gold 
in the pedigree of Pilate strongly indicates a 
Hastings outcross, for in many ways *Rock Sand, 
*Fairy Gold and Hastings may be considered the 
tripod which made solid the remarkable success 
of the cld Nursery Stud, where Friar Rock was 
bred. Hastings will rarely be found except in 
connection with one or both of the others, but 
that should be no obstacle. For doubling up 
*Fairy Gold without *Rock Sand, daughters of 
Display would offer a good opportunity, and Dis- 
play has a strong cross of Spearmint on the 
bottom side. 


I will conclude this overlong discussion with 
the names of a few stallions whose pedigrees 
seem to set especially well against that of Pilate: 
*Chicle, Whichone, *Polymelian, Pompey, *North 
Star III, Bubbling Over, Sweep, Prince Pal, 
Whisk Broom II, *Sir Gallahad III. To these 
should be added whatever others may be found 
to furnish the outcrosses indicated above. 


WHERE THE MONEY GOES 

The relative stress given to racing by horses 
of different ages became painfully apparent when 
total earnings by the leaders of the various divi- 
sions became known. J. E. Widener's Futurity 
winning Chance Sun led the juveniles, with 
$84,405, followed by Nellie Flag with $57,240 
and Toro Nancy with $44,325. Mrs. Sloane's 
Cavalcade ied the 3-year-olds, winning $111,235. 
Time Supply, by virtue of his victory in the Bay 
Meadows Handicap, was second with $63,705, 
with Discovery third with $49,555. In the handi- 
cap division, where many believe a horse shows 
his class, or lack of it, Faireno led, for Belair 
Stud Stable, with $27,160. Second was Gallant 
Sir, winner of $23,450; Dark Secret, now dead, 
was third with $19,505. Equipoise, which most 
handicappers rated the best horse in training 
during the year, was sixth, able to earn only 
about $15,000. 
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NEW ZEALAND BETTING BILL 


From New Zealand Referee (Wellington) 


HE opponents of the Gaming Bill have re- 

ceived an unpleasant surprise. When the 
measure was talked out in the House of Repre- 
sentatives some weeks ago they imagined it had 
been defeated for another session, but they over- 
looked an important detail—the session was to 
be adjourned, not closed. When the House re- 
sumes in February the measure will be before it 
still. The opponents of the Bill have not yet 
made it certain that a vote will not be reached 
before the conclusion of the session. And when 
next the measure is brought on it will possess 
what no other similar measure for years past has 
had—-a chance of becoming law. 

The Gaming Act Amendment Bill makes two 
very simple and reasonable proposals, the legali- 
zation of a doubles totalizator and of the publi- 
cation of dividends. 

The Bill passed the Legislative Council with an 
overwhelming majority, but in the House of 
Representatives the Standing Orders were utilized 
to prevent it from reaching a vote. 

Mr. A. J. Murdoch, the Government member 
for Marsden, who has charge of the Bill in the 
House, is credited with saying that had the second 
reading been taken to a vote it would have been 
carried because “we had an assured majority of 
about 14.” 

If Mr. Murdoch’s estimate of the voting is not 
over-optimistic, the Bill should become law early 
next year, provided the Government lends its 
assistance by giving facilities for reaching final- 
ity. 

Better still it will be if the Government adopts 
the measure. The chance of failure then will be 
remote. 

In the past the estimates of majorities in favor 
of the Bill have not been made on sound bases, 
but Mr. Murdoch should not be far astray, as he 
is an experienced Parliamentarian. Counting 
heads in the House can be done accurately only 
by experts, not by lay enthusiasts, whatever may 
be thought to the contrary. 

However, quite as important as any expert 
estimate is a new phase of the situation. Certain 
forces have been operating, and unless they prove 
impotent the measure will be on the Statute book 
next year. 

The views of racing clubs and horse owners 
have been slowly but surely undergoing a change 
on the question of totalizator monopoly betting 
in New Zealand. The reduction in stakes has 
brought home to all interested how dependent 
upon betting the success of racing in New Zea- 
land is, and that with the fall in the totalizator 
commissions, there has been no alternative to 
corresponding stake reductions, until these have 
reached a level that has made it practically im- 
possible for the smaller owners to carry on, or 
compelled them, if still racing at all, to confine 
their operations to their headquarters or their 
district. 

On the other hand, we have the spectacle of 
most of our best, and very many of our medium 
horses, transferring their operations temporarily 
to Australia, this to an extent that is very seri- 
ously affecting not only the quality, but the sizes 
of our fields. This, if persisted in, can only within 


a very short time have the result of reducing the 
interest of our patrons in our racing with disas- 
trous effect on gates. 

As the revenue from gates and the sale of 
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privileges represents the income on which clubs 
live (totalizator revenue being by law earmarked 
for stakes), it is not difficult to visualize the time 
in the not distant future when it will become im- 
possible for a majority of clubs to meet even their 
overhead charges and carry on unless means of 
countering present conditions are devised. 


In an attempt to inspire a new interest in race 
course betting the win and place system was put 
into operation during the past two seasons, and 
probably it is generally agreed that the experi- 
ment was a success in stimulating the patronage 
of the sporting section of the public. 


One thing revealed during the consideration in 
the House of the Gaming Bill was the changed 
attitude to the question of licensing bookmakers, 
not only by members of the House, but by racing 
men outside the House. 


It is impossible to say whether the change of 
opinion has been brought about through a recog- 
nition that it is better to bring illegal betting 
under control or from a growing feeling that the 
admission of bookmakers might benefit the sport. 
Probably both motives are responsible. 


No secret is made of the fact that the betting 
facilities existing in Australia are the main at- 
traction with a majority of New Zealanders at 
present racing across the Tasman. 

During the present year South Australia, where 
bookmaking, as in New Zealand, had been illegal 
for many years, legalized bookmaking practically 
under State control. Although it is admitted that 
the Act there is not altogether suitable to the 
clubs in that betting houses are allowed to oper- 
ate in towns where race meetings are being 
held—instead of betting being confined to race 
courses on race days—there is no question of the 
gain to the State revenue through taxation from 
bookmaking being brought under control. If 
bookmaker legislation is contemplated in New 
Zealand, the experience of South Australia will 
be valuable as a basis and as a guide to the mis- 
takes to avoid. 


It is the intention of a section of Parliamentary 
supporters of the Gaming Bill to promote legis- 
lation for the licensing of bookmakers if the op- 
position of the bookmakers’ organization to the 
doubles totalizator and the publication of divi- 
dends is withdrawn and the bill now before the 
House becomes law. 


The opposition to the Bill is debited generally 
to the section of Parliament which favors the 
licensing of bookmakers and the section which 
is opposed to all forms of gaming. 

This alliance has succeeded in the past in pre- 
venting the passage of legislation calculated by 
those in control of the sport to be for its good. 

These opponents of the Bill are enemies of rac- 
ing, but after voting to deprive the clubs of means 
to assist in carrying on, some of them frequently 
sacrifice a little of their valuable time to attend 
the races and partake of the clubs’ hospitality. 

Whatever differences of opinion there may be 
regarding double totalizators, it is inconceivable 
that anyone should vote against the publication of 
dividends. The present suppression—a hyp dcriti- 
cal absurdity—-can benefit none but dishonest 
bookmakers. It would be as statesmanlike to 
advocate the suppression of the market reports 
for fear everyone would want to grow cabbages, 
or to propose a ban upon the publication of the 
approximate values of large estates lest all hands 
should want to cease earning in order to become 
millionaires. 
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Such ideas sound thoroughly absurd, and they 
are, but no more so than the existing law. 

It is possible then that a Bill to license book- 
makers will be introduced in Parliament in course 
of afew months. How it will fare remains to be 
seen. It may not meet immediate success, but 
the fact that opinion is changing cannot be 
ignored. 

How will bookmakers regard it? I have little 
doubt that some years ago their leaders were 
desirous of remaining unlicensed, although they 
declared they wished to be back on the courses. 
No one wishes to disbelieve them now when they 
declare that they would welcome a return to the 
open. Pending new moves may test their sin- 
cerity. 

If a vote of the racing public were taken, it 
would show an overwhelming majority for bring- 
ing back bookmakers to the courses. The oppo- 
sition to the bagmen has come largely from rac- 
ing executives unable to feel certain their re-entry 
would not reduce the clubs’ revenue. 

Especially where manual totalizators operate 
is the public interest and patronage in danger 
of being lost. The funereal delays and the fact 
that betting has to be done on the blind—small 
manual totalizators frequently deceive, dishearten 
and disgust bettors—are driving patrons away. 

Changes in thought, changes in tactics are 
coming over the scene. The next few months 
may see interesting developments. 


FIRST FOALS 


By J. A. ESTES 


HETHER a first foal without any of the dis- 

advantages of a first foal would be as good, 
on the average, as a later foal, ts a problem per- 
haps a little too academic to be settled definitely. 
It is virtually certain that, with no excuses made, 
first foals come off with a decidedly worse record 
than second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh or 
eighth foals. After presenting a table (THE 
BLOOD-HORSE, December 8, page 603) demonstrat- 
ing the foregoing “certainty,” I expressed the 
opinion (contrary to the notion I had previously 
held) that not enough excuses could be made to 
bring the standing of first foals up to that of 
second foals. That was nothing more than an 
opinion, and as such it was due to meet with 
disagreement. Against whatever objections are 
made I am not much disposed to defend it, for the 
objections are many and sound. For instance, a 
postal card from Hialeah, Fla.: 
Dear Mr. Estes: 

First foals as a whole do not compare physically 
with those that follow, and the breeder annually has 
this demonstrated for him; when he states that the 
horse at view is pretty good for a first foal, he has 
reference to his physical attributes. 

Quite a few horses credited with being first foals 
are from mares that were bred a previous season and 
either failed to catch or slipped. I'll wager that not 
half of the 17 listed are products of the first season's 
coverage (perhaps a bit foolish, but highly possible). 
Is “Ekky” a product of the first season's cover? 

MYLAND DANIELS. 

Mr. Daniels is undoubtedly right in his con- 
tention that many high-class first foals are not 
the product of the mare’s first season’s coverage. 
When Swinging, the dam of Equipoise, was first 
retired to the stud, in 1926, she was bred once to 
*Chicle, and was then put aside until the follow- 
ing season. The fact that she failed to catch was 
no disappointment to Major L. A. Beard. In 1927 
she was bred to Pennant and the next year pro- 
duced Equipoise. The same procedure was fol- 


lowed with Purr, which was bred first (in 1928) 
to *Ambassador IV, failed to catch, and was sent 
the next season to Mad Hatter, producing as her 
firstborn the good colt Caterwaul. Apparently, 
too, Elf, the dam of Boojum, is another example 
of the same technique. Elf was first bred to 
Ordinance in 1925, proved barren, and the next 
season went to John P. Grier, producing Boojum. 
Again, I note that Frilette, a Man o’ War mare 
in the C. V. Whitney stud, went to the stud in 
1928, but failed to produce her first foal until 
1931, when she gave birth to the good filly Jabot. 
There are other examples that could be pointed 
out at the C. V. Whitney farm alone. There are 
a number of leading breeding farms which follow 
much the same method of introducing their mares 
to stud service. The year of softening idleness 
which separates their racing career from the be- 
ginning of their first pregnancy appears to bring 
good results in numerous instances. The hard 
muscles of a racing animal are not the best equip- 
ment for a prospective mother. 

The former prevalence of the use of narcotics 
was also an important factor. Last week I heard 
the manager of one of Kentucky’s great Thor- 
oughbred nurseries commenting on the marked 
differences between the horses which now come 
back to him from the tracks and those which 
came back a few years ago. 

“Why, they were so full of hop in those days it 
took weeks and weeks even to get them started 
gaining. Sometimes it would be six months be- 
fore the effects of the stuff would wear off. I 
had to use linseed oil by the barrel. Now, since 
they’ve sort of let up on the use of dope, there is 
the greatest change imaginable in the horses I 
get back from the track. They pick up and 
start gaining flesh and looking better just as 
soon as they get here.” 

There is some question as to the effect of nar- 
cotics on the reproductive system, but I don’t 
suppose there is any question as to its effect on 
the general health of a horse. 

It may be that I shall be able to obtain a large 
enough collection of data from various breeding 
farms to make some dependable generalizations 
as to the improvement which may be expected 
from a year of complete rest before a mare begins 
her first successful pregnancy. If any office has 
material of this sort already compiled, perhaps 
it will submit its conclusions for use in these col- 
umns. At any rate, the question is still open for 
further discussion, and especially for further 
facts. 


BETTING COUPS AT CHARLES TOWN 

A group described by bookmakers as “swin- 
dlers” is reported to have cost Middle-Western 
layers approximately $100,000 in the last few 
weeks by “padding” the mutuels at Charles Town. 
A dispatch from Chicago states that a half-dozen 
bookmakers there have been forced out of busi- 
ness, and the same Tom Kearney who is now gen- 
erously (?) offering 3 to 1 against Cavalcade in 
the Santa Anita Handicap reports that he has 
lost $2,000 to the Charles Town sharpshooters. 
“I’m through taking bets on that track,” he said. 
The small play at the West Virginia oval has 
made it possible to run up generous prices on 
horses that would normally be odds-on by betting 
a few thousand dollars on other horses in the 
race. 

Bookmakers also bet at the tracks, frequently 
forcing the price on the favorite down, but this, 
they allege, is their contribution to the racing 
game. 
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ODDS AND ENDS - 
Visions the Tote 

EW YORK appears to be veering toward 

adoption of the tote in 1936. Contrary to 
earlier reports of a disposition to straddle on 
the part of Democratic Majority Leader John J. 
Dunnigan and his satellites, that gentleman is 
quoted as ccntinuing a strong advocate of the 
mechanical wagering device. He is generally be- 
lieved to have been responsible for the intro- 
duction at the last session of Senator Jeremiah 
Twomey’s amendment to give the State tote 
wagering and this amendment, which was well 
favored, comes up again in the 1935 session. 
This writer feels that it will be favored and in 
November ratified by a vote of the _ people. 
William Woodward, The Jockey Club chairman, 
has expressed himself as opposed to the tote, 
while J. E. Widener, leading Belmont Park stock- 
holder and a stockholder in Aqueduct, strongly 
favors that method. He introduced the tote at 
Hialeah Park. He was a prime mover in gaining 
the favor of the all-powerful Dunnigan for cash 
betting now in vogue. Some members of The 
Jockey Club and track stockholders prefer the 
cash betting with its heavy assessment on the 
books. This runs almost as much as the average 
track’s lug on pari-mutuel turnover, without the 
expense of installing these machines and employ- 
ing a crew. 


Charles Town 
HARLES TOWN’S meeting probably will 
prove successful to the management and the 
State of West Virginia. The writer doesn’t know 
how much they’re taking. But it is a colossal 
flop from every other standpoint. Bad _ horses, 
bad riders and crowds of only a few hundred, 
even at a 40-cent admission fee. Then, too, one 
hears reports of “dirty work at the crossroads”’ 
in the form of cligues who have been padding the 
mutuels. Handbooks in the Middle West have 
been forced to make their own odds as protection, 
else were broken. A bet of $500 was sufficient 
to boost an even-money favorite to 5 to 1 at the 
track, while the important money, ranging into 
thousands, was spread around the country’s 
books. However, that’s no reflection on the track. 
It’s the old army game. 
* 


Delaware 

ELAWARE, where blue laws long 

fiourished, is the latest State to cast covetous 
eyes at the revenue gleaned from legalized 
wagering on horse racing in other States. One 
lap has been secured on a mutuel amendment and 
another is hoped for in 1935. Delaware has con- 
tributed much to gatherings and play at Mary- 
land and New Y,ork tracks and is located just 
midway between Philadelphia and _ Baltimore. 
The bill prohibits more than 40 days racing at 
any track in a year, and more than two meetings. 
It also provides that tracks cannot keep more 
than 4 per cent of their net profits. Nor that a 
track under one mile may be sanctioned. Dela- 
ware already has a State Racing Commission and 
a mile and an eighth oval, on the William du 
Pont estate, near Wilmington. It is one of the 
wealthiest States in the Union, in addition to 


being one of the smallest. Its roads are excellent, 
but in view of the limit placed on profits, the 
falling off in attendance and handle at over- 
racing 


taxed Maryland tracks, conflicts with 
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elsewhere in the East, etc., one wonders if racing 
there could be of big-league variety. 

Totin’ Fair 
é¢—ZD ILL” DWYER has not installed the tote at 

Tropical Park, and prior to the opening 
of the current meeting he took operation of the 
iron men under direct control of the track man- 
agement. But with the Florida State Racing 
Commission’s edict that the mutuels must be 
locked up from three to five minutes before the 
start of each race, to enable the staff to show 
patrons final odds before the running, he now 
has real reason to turn to the tote. It is a well- 
known fact that most of the money on any race 
is wagered within the last five minutes of play, 
and the long post parades at Tropical Park are 
said to be helping little in humping the handle. 
The public disiikes long parades. Hialeah Park 
will nct be hampered by an early closing of the 
machines, for it is equipped with the tote, which 
is locked as the start is made. 


Weights and Odds 

Ht announcement of weights for the Santa 

Anita Handicap, which with $100,000 added, 
will be the richest race ever run in the United 
States open to 3-year-olds and upward and prob- 
ably required the handicapper to rate more first- 
class horses than were ever before assembled in 
one handicap, was the highlight of last week’s ac- 
tivities in the Thoroughbred realm. Webb Everett 
ranked Equipoise at top, followed next by Caval- 
cade, Twenty Grand, *Statesman, Mate, Faireno, 
Time Supply, Mr. Khayyam, *Azucar, Head Play 
and Gusto, in that order. There is no scale in 
California for February, this scrivener is advised, 
but according to the established rule throughout 
the country, Equipoise and Cavalcade each have 
one pound over, with the former at 130, the lat- 
ter 129. So good a judge as Frank J. Bryan con- 
siders Equipoise to have about five pounds the 
best of it that way rigged, while most everybody 
believes Cavalcade harshly treated, Mate and 
Time Supply leniently so. Tom Shaw states that 
he would open Equipoise favorite at about 6-to-1 
were he to make a future book on the outcome, 
with Twenty Grand next and well ahead of Caval- 
cade. That noted layer also “‘likes’’ Head Play as a 
“dark horse.” 
Cavalcade 

EPORTS from Columbia, S. C., where Trainer 

R. A. (Bob) Smith has Cavalcade quartered, 
are to the effect that the diminutive brown son 
of *Lancegaye from “Hastily is galloping regu- 
larly at the Buxton grounds and will leave for 
the West Coast some time in the coming month. 
Mate is pronounced in excellent condition by A. 
C. Bostwick. *Statesman departed in good shape. 
Equipoise and Twenty Grand made the trip well 
and are galloping steadily, the latter having 
breezed a slow three-quarters since arriving at 
Santa Anita Park. Time Supply, Faireno, *Azucar 
and Head Play are in racing fettle, according to 
the work tabs and racing charts. Cavalcade’s 
quarter crack has not altogether healed, to 
advises, but doesn’t cause him to go sorely. It 
is still 4-to-1 against any of the group starting, 
but the prospect is for the most important race 
in 1935 at the new California course. 
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CALIFORNIA 


SANTA ANITA OPENS 

ACING returned to Southern California De- 

cember 25 after an absence of about 25 years, 
when Santa Anita opened its ambitious 53-day 
program on the old “Lucky” Baldwin estate near 
Los Angeles. Simplicity marked the opening day, 
the meeting getting down at once to the business 
of horse-racing, with little of the usual fanfaron- 
ade of ribbon-cuttings and parades. With hun- 
dreds of horses from Eastern stables on the track, 
it was to be expected that the chief attraction, 
the $5,000 added Christmas Stakes, would offer a 
high-class field, and the supporting card was 
likewise of high calibre. A six-furlong handicap 
for 2-year-olds was the secondary feature, and 
went to the Texas-owned Corsicana Stable’s Polish 


Beau, with Bluebeard, Whiskolo, Toro Flight 
and Peradventure among the field. 
Two of the non-claiming graded handicaps 


which Secretary Webb Everett had announced 
were offered. The Class A event attracted five 
starters, with A. C. Compton's Red Wagon step- 
ping into the winner's circle. T. C. Worden’s 
4-year-old Euryalus accounted for the Class D 
handicap, which had a field of 12. Secretary 
Everett has drawn up a list of horses eligible for 
handicaps in the various grades, 56 horses reach- 
ing the A division, 47 each in the B and C groups, 
with some 200 in the D division. In the light of 
the present dissatisfaction with the claiming race, 
the Santa Anita experiment is attracting con- 
siderable interest from horsemen. Only two 
claiming races were on the card. 

Before the meeting opened its gates, officials 
had predicted an opening day’s attendance of 
30,000 to 50,000, and Mort Shaw, manager of the 
mutuels, had said that he expected the daily bet- 
ting average to reach $225,000 for the meeting. 
Spectators began to arrive as early as 8 a. m. on 
Christmas Day, and when the first race reached 
the post, the stands were filled and the terraces 
packed. The attendance was estimated at 40,000 
persons. Mutuel play on the first race was light, 
the event attracting about $24,000, but betting 
swelled until $53,000 was wagered on the featured 
sixth race. In all, $259,096 passed through the 
machines, and with Californians somewhat new 
to horse racing, officials believe that the play will 
increase as the meeting goes on. In any event, 
the much-heralded Santa Anita meeting opened 
auspiciously, with perfect weather, an immense 
crowd, a heavy mutuel play, and an exceptionally 
attractive card. 


HIGH GLEE AT CHRISTMAS 

The first appearance of the C. V. Whitney silks 
on the West Coast was a winning one, as High 
Glee (3-y-o, 108) brought the Eton blue past the 
judges’ stand two lengths in front of H. H. 
Crowell’s Chictoney (3-y-o, 103) in the Christmas 
Stakes ($5,000 added, all ages, one mile), the 
first stakes race offered at Santa Anita Park. 
The victory was a mild surprise, as the large 
crowd, apparently oblivious to the weights, 
backed Time Supply down to 17 to 10, while Head 
Play, making his first start after more than a 
year away from the races, was a strong second 
choice. Silvio Coucci, riding in quest of leading 
jockey honors, held the Whitney filly in second 
position behind Chictoney’s early speed for six 
furlongs, then had little trouble going to the front 
and drawing away. Had the race been truly run, 


the Italian lad would have had something more 
to do, for Northway Stable’s 


(N. W. Church) 


Riskulus (3-y-o, 110) raced as if best. He dwelt 
at the start, getting away last in the field of 12, 
came rapidly into contention and was threatening 
dangerously when blocked by Chictoney, as the 
Western gelding came over on him. Riskulus 
finished third, a length and a half behind Chic- 
toney, three lengths in front of A. A. Baroni’s 
Top Row (38-y-o, 109), with the favored Time 
Supply (38-y-o0, 126), apparently stopped by the 
weight, finishing fifth, a head farther back. After 
these came Bonny Grafton (106), Trombone 
(104), Navanod (102), Dark Winter (107), Wa- 
coche (3-y-o, 103), Frank Ormont (107) and 
Head Play (117). The latter held up the start 
for five minutes, was placed outside the gate, and 
was never a factor. Time, :2245, :46°5, 1:11, 
1:37, track fast. Stakes division, $4,925, $1,000, 
$500, $250.

FUTURE ODDS ON $100,000 HANDICAP 

When Tom Kearney, widely known St. Louis 
betting commissioner, first issued odds on the 
Santa Anita Handicap, he made Cavalcade favor- 
ite at 3 to 1, Time Supply second choice at 4 to 1, 
Equipoise 6 to 1, Twenty Grand 12 to 1. Sports- 
writers generally hailed such odds with derision, 
pointing out that Cavalcade, now in South Caro- 
lina, would probably be no lower than 3 to 1 when 
facing the barrier. A later quotation from 
Kearney’s book made Time Supply, Equipoise and 
Cavalcade co-favorites at 6 to 1. 

A New Jersey betting syndicate (names not 
disclosed) offered slightly different odds, Time 
Supply favored at 5 to 1, Equipoise second choice 
at 6 to 1, Cavalcade third at 10 to 1. Mate and 
Twenty Grand were at 15 to 1. The New Jersey 
book, incidentally, shows a percentage of 282.51. 


BAY MEADOWS’ HANDLE 

Official figures reveal that the 38-day meeting 
which closed at San Francisco December 16 en- 
joyed a total mutuel play of $3,879,882, making a 
daily average of $102,102.16. The highest day’s 
betting was $265,530, wagered on closing day. 
The State received, as its 4 per cent of the mutuel 
handle, $147,195.28. A reasonably reliable report 
from San Mateo stated that the track would show 
a profit of about $75,000. 


SPENCER DENIES RUMOR 

Recent rumors that the Maryland Racing Com- 
nission was withdrawing from the National 
Association of State Racing Commissions as a 
protest against a unification of racing rules was 
denied at Baltimore December 21 by Jervis 
Spencer, Jr., chairman of the Commission. Mr. 
Spencer said that he had written the New York 
and Kentucky Commissions regarding recom- 
mendations for unified rules, but that the state- 
ment that the Maryland Commission was with- 
drawing was a ‘‘misinterpretation.”’

FAIR GROUNDS 


F no news is good news, the Cattarinich—Eddy 

meeting at the New Orleans Fair Grounds is 
wonderfully successful. In its last issue, THE 
BLoop-HORSE called attention to the somewhat 
vague reports emanating from that track, and 
the present week likewise has been characterized 
by the rather nebulous “excellent crowds and 
close finishes.” This optimism, uncontaminated 
by figures, makes it difficult to estimate the suc- 
cess, or lack of it, which the track has met. 

As is usual in such cases, rumors have begun 
to circulate that the meeting is encountering 
difficult going. It was said, for instance, that 
the track would close after the first of the year. 
Manager Robert S. Eddy, however, issued a flat 
denial of this report, saying on December 21 that 
the rumor was completely groundless, and that 
the meeting would not close until March 16, the 
scheduled date. Concerning a story that the 
track was not experiencing very good fortunes, 
the following comment appeared in Bob Saxton’s 
column of the Cincinnati Enquirer of December 
23: 

If Messrs. Eddy and Cattarinich are not doing so 
well, it is their own fault, for at Jefferson Park the 
tales that come out of there of the gyrations and con- 
tortions of the approximate odds board during the run- 
ning of a race would fill several large volumes. The 
Fair Grounds, in the days it was operated by E. R. 
Bradley, was checked up by a nationally known firm 


of public accountants. Jefferson Park never did such 
a thing. The mutuels were closed at the Fair Grounds 
five minutes before the horses got to the post. Jeffer- 


son Park never did such a thing. Many other compari- 
sons could be cited, but what is the use? 

So it can be repeated that if the Fair Grounds is not 
doing so well, it is because tales that did not do the 
track any good were circulated throughout the country 
by the horsemen themselves. 

One bit of fortune the Fair Grounds certainly 
experienced. Assessment of the plant was cut by 
Huey Long from $650,000 to $300,000, with a re- 
sultant drop in taxation from $15,745.25 to $7,267. 
It is reported, also, that the lid has been put on 
New Orleans bookmakers thoroughly enough to 
cause many handbook players to go out to the 
track for their betting, such a move being helped 
by the low admission prices. 


DELAWARE 


ANOTHER TRACK PLANNED 


HE rich rewards which the states of New 

Hampshire and Rhode Island have gathered 
in 1934 have inspired emulation most recently in 
conservative Delaware, where an attempt will be 
made, in the January General Assembly, to legal- 
ize racing with pari-mutuel betting. Delaware 
already has a State Racing Commission, com- 
posed of R. R. M. Carpenter, J. C. McComb, and 
R. E. Adams, each serving for $1 a year. 

The State’s racing bill, as now planned, is char- 
acterized by the following features: no track will 
be permitted a meeting longer than 25 days; no 
tracks of less than one mile will be licensed; not 
more than two meetings yearly may be held at 
any one track; not more than 4 per cent of the 
profits of a meeting may be retained by track 
managements; no salary shall exceed $2,000 year- 
ly; purse minimums will be $700; the State's 
share will be 20 per cent of all paid admissions. 

Several track sites are already under consid- 
eration, among which is one on the estate of 
William du Pont, near Wilmington. 


ALAMO DOWNS OPENS 
FTER a 10-day recess, racing in Texas en- 
tered its first lap of the winter season De- 

cember 25 with the opening of a 35-day meeting 
at Alamo Downs, San Antonio. Some _ 7,000 
persons were out for the first day. The crowd 
might have been larger but for a drizzling rain, 
which fell through the morning hours. The track 
was far from soaked, however, and was listed as 
“gcod.” Four first choices succeeded, the other 
four races going to outsiders. No stakes race was 
programmed, the day’s chief feature being the 
San Antonio Christmas Handicap, a $1,500 all- 
age event, which was won by F. Ianni's Biff, a 
stakes winner at the Dallas Fall meeting. The 
Broadside colt was overlooked by the bettors, 
most of the play going to the Three D's Stock 
Farm entry of Money Getter and Strideaway, 
with My Dandy and Stroll Along established as 
second and third choices, respectively. Biff made 
his victory decisive by running to a new track 
record of 1:18 for the six and cne-half furlongs, 
despite the slightly dull condition of the track. 

The management had initiated the San Antonio 
public to the racing season on the previous Sun- 
day, December 23, by offering a free program 
which included several races. In one of these, 
an affair for stable ponies, Hank Mills, second 
leading jockey of 1932 and since a provider of 
“sure things” through a betting service, accepted 
a mount for the first time since his retirement 
in 1933, and brought his animal home a winner. 
No bets were accepted on the exhibition races. 

The condition book for the first day included a 
race at one and one-half miles, to be run as the 
eighth race, but the event was not run, the eighth 
race being the more conventional mile and 70 
yard affair. 


HOUSTON’S STATISTICS 

The race meeting which ended December 15 at 
Epsom Downs was characterized by a sharp drop 
in attendance from 1933 figures, yet at the same 
time betting moved upward. In 1933 about 175,000 
persons attended the 25-day meeting, while only 
about 125,000 were present in 1934. The daily 
average mutuel turnover, however, rose from 
$108,511 to $117,039. Houston officials com- 
plained that downtown bookmaking offices had 
cut into both attendance and betting. 

The Houston season was worth $139,335 to the 
State of Texas, the spring meeting contributing 
$66,186 of this total, with the fall meet paying 
$73,149.60. 


MICHIGAN 

TAXES LIGHTENED AT DETROIT 
State Administrative Board, at a 

recent meeting at Lansing, granted a new 
and much more advantageous lease to the Detroit 
Racing Association, cutting the daily tax by more 
than 50 per cent. Clarence E. Lehr, general 
manager for the Association, said, following the 
granting of the lease: ‘“‘With this new lease we at 
least have a chance. We didn’t under the old 
lease.” 

The new lease, which runs for 14 years, is on 
the race track, horse barns and parking space 
in front of the Fair Grounds instead of on the 
entire property, as has been the case, and calls 
for a yearly rental of $12,000 to the State, re- 
gardless of the number of days of racing. A 
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more important change is that the daily tax, 
under an agreement to race not less than 60 days 
annually, will be $2,500, the lowest amount pos- 
sible for mile tracks under Michigan’s racing 
law. Under the previous lease, a $6,000 daily tax 
was charged. The new lease calls for the im- 
mediate payment of a back tax of 25 cents on 
admissions, amounting to $16,028.50. The _ re- 
maining $138,000 due to the State from last 
summer’s meeting is to be spread over a period 
of five years, payable at the rate of $27,600 
annually, with 5 per cent interest. Mr. Lehr ex- 
pressed considerable encouragement over the 
new lease, saying: 

The Administrative Board knew that we spent close 
to $400,000 in improvements on the Fair Grounds and 
paid the State $500,000 in taxes in two meetings. They 
also knew what a heavy loss we incurred, and they are 
merely trying to give us a chance at least to break 
even and at the same time give the State a substantial 
annual income from the race track. 

Definite plans for racing in 1935 have been 
held up pending a decision on the lease, but it is 
unlikely any attempt will be made to hold a 
continuous meeting comparable to the 1934 run 
of 123 days. Two 30-day meetings are expected, 
the first opening in May and running to July 4, 
the second opening late in August. 


MEXICO 


AGUA CALIENTE OFFERS STAKES 


HE Coffroth Handicap, which later became 

the Agua Caliente Handicap, has regained 
part of its original title and will be known in 
1985 as the Caliente-Coffroth Handicap, an- 
nouncement, December 18, by Manager Lou 
Anger said. The race, scheduled to be run on 
March 31, will carry $25,000 in added money. 
Nomination costs $25, with $250 additional to 
start. Coming about a month after the Santa 
Anita Handicap, the event, its sponsors hope, 
will draw some of the good horses now in Cali- 
fornia for the $100,000 race. 


MEXICO MAY BAN GAMBLING 

Opening of a campaign which may destroy the 
open gambling existing in Mexico was marked 
December 13 by the closing of the Foreign Club 
and the Casino De La Selva, both near the Fed- 
eral District. It has been decided to convert the 
closed resorts into schools, hospitals or com- 
munity houses, and President Lazaro Cardenas 
has received hundreds of congratulatory mes- 
sages for his indorsement of the campaign. 

Lower California, already suffering heavily by 
the loss of tourist trade following repeal of pro- 
hibition, faces the prospect of seeing thousands 
out cf employment if gambling clubs in and 
about Tijuana are forced to close. Officials of 
Agua Caliente, the largest cf such resorts, re- 
fused to make statements when informed that 
gambling might be prohibited there. 


HORSES AT AGUA CALIENTE 

With less than a week remaining before Agua 
Caliente begins its program of Sunday racing 
December 30, some 350 horses are said to be 
quartered at the Mexican track. The Pasadena 
Stable cf Jack Atkins, with 30 horses, headed the 
list. Many of the animals came from Bay 
Meadows. 


VANISHED, which won a maiden race at Tropical 
Park December 18, brought the number of win- 
ning 2-year-olds by St. James to 10. 


FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK 


NCREASING attendance and wagering at 

Tropical Park during the first seven days of 
its 1934-35 season have made evident that the 
early opening of the track will prove no draw- 
back to its success. Last winter, when the season 
began December 30, with New Year’s Day in the 
the first seven, the mutuel handle was $655,039, 
average $93,577 daily. This winter, with no holi- 
day to increase patronage, the total handle for 
seven days was $730,049, daily average $104,293. 
Attendance on week-days ran between 6,000 and 
7,000, with a crowd estimated at 12,000 on Satur- 
day, December 22. Betting for the first eight 
days follows. Figures for Tuesday and Friday 
are approximate; other figures are exact, as is 
the total:

Last winter's first Tropical Park meeting, find- 
ing better fortune as the season went on, closed 
with a daily mutuel average of $121,909; hence 
officials are freely predicting that the present 
meeting will continue to increase in popularity 
and will surpass the average of the previous one. 

The feature of Christmas Day, the Broadway 
Bill Handicap, found a surprise winner in J. W. 
Parrish’s 3-year-old New Deal, which defeated C. 
J. Bild’s Jesting by a nose in the one-mile test. 
(For pedigree see THE BLOOD-HORSE, September 
8, page 254.) It was the first start for the Broad- 
way Jones gelding since October, and raised his 
earnings above the $20,000 mark. 

One less pleasant note was sounded December 
20, when directors of the Young Democrats of 
Dade County adopted a resolution saying that 
not more than 35 per cent of the employees of 
the track were Dade County residents, and that 
the racing interests were not keeping the promise 
made to the public at the time of the referendum 
election. The resolution called upon all civic and 
labor organizations to “join in a movement to 
correct this injustice.” 

EXAMINE PLATES AT TROPICAL 

Steward A. J. Cleary has made arrangements 
at Tropical Park for careful examination of the 
shoes of each starter before the fields go post- 
ward. The platers at the Miami oval are required 
to report daily to the stewards, indicating just 
what work has been done and what kind of plates 
have been put on the various racers. In addition 
to this precaution against horses going to post 
improperly shod, on December 22 the stewards 
issued the following ruling: 


The Commission has employed an experienced plater 
to examine the shoes of each horse prior to a race. He 
will work directly under the Commission's veterinarian 


and will be responsible to the stewards.

KENTUCKY ASSOCIATION 

NSWERING a call issued by S. S. Yantis, 

Thomas Piatt and Victor Dodge, a commit- 
tee, holders of convertible preferred stock and 
bonds of the Kentucky Association, Inc., met at 
the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, Wednesday after- 
noon of this week and approved an agreement 
whereby the American Turf Association is to de- 
liver to the holders of preferred stock and bonds 
the common stock it holds and a quit claim for a 
charge of some $39,000 made against the Ken- 
tucky Association, the Kentucky Association as- 
suming liability for the Breeders’ Futurity funds 
and unpaid taxes. 

This agreement will go before the directors of 
the American Turf Association for ratification at 
a meeting to be held at Chicago Saturday of this 
week. THE BLOOD-HORSE hears that assurance 
has been given by officers of the company that it 
will be ratified. When this is done, the American 
Turf Association will cease to hold the Lexington 
track as a subsidiary, and the plant will be com- 
pletely owned and controlled by Central Kentucky 
people. 

The expectation is that Lexingtonians will 
undertake a revival of racing here next spring, 
but no plans have been made and nothing definite 
may be expected until after the property is passed 
to the holders of preferred stock and bonds. 


BEATH OF ALONZO JONES 

Alonzo B. Jones, known to the Turf world for 
many years as “Lon,” died in a Louisville hospital 
December 19 of heart disease. He was 63 years 
old, and was born in Crestwood, Kentucky. He 
is survived by his wife, Mrs. Mary Scoggan Jones, 
a son, Scoggan Jones, and three daughters, Mrs. 
Sarah Gessford, Mrs. George E. Gans and Mrs. 
Robert J. Theobald. Funeral services were held 
December 20 at Cave Hill Cemetery. 

Mr. Jones was the operator of the National 
Stock Farm, at Buechel, near Louisville, and at 
one time had been trainer for the late Jake Green- 
berg, owner of the Galt House. His most success- 
ful training feat, however, was performed with 
Colonel Jim Douglas, which was victorious in 13 
races under the silks of Alf Oldham. Fair Roch- 
ester and For Fair were two of the Jones horses 
which became prominent. Mr. Jones also saddled 
Glide for the 1924 Kentucky Oaks, though the 
filly was disqualified after finishing first. 


CANADA 


LOSSES AT THORNCLIFFE PARK 
NTENSIVE investigation by police, track offi- 
cials and fire marshals was begun at Thorn- 

cliffe Park following the disastrous fire which re- 

sulted in the loss of several stables and 19 Thor- 
oughbred horses recently. All agreed that the 
fires at the Toronto track were incendiary, but 
the motive for the vandalism remained obscure. 

W. R. Woollatt, general manager of the Thorn- 

cliffe association, said that he believed the fires 

to be the work of a pyromaniac. 

“If it had been someone sore at the track,”’ he 
said, “they would have gone after the grandstand. 
Or they would at least have waited to fire the 
stables until just before the track was due to 
open. We can build all the stables we need there 
in 30 days.’ 

A complete list of the horses destroyed in the 
fire was sent to THE BLOOoD-HORSE by Frank J.

Selke, who was the heaviest loser by the fire, his 
entire nursery stud being wiped out by the blaze. 
He wrote: 

It will be a long time before the gap left by the four- 
footed friends we have lost will be filled, but I hon- 
estly think that the death of Ladder and at least four 
of the mares quartered in this barn, as well as some 
of the racers, is a greater loss by far to the racing in 
Canada than to ourselves personally. > 

The horses destroyed were Ladder, 6-year-old 
stallion by Ladkin-—Panoply, the property of Mr. 
Selke; the broodmares Showery and Sphere of 
Beauty, also owned by Mr. Selke; the broodmare 
Cuddle Doon, owned by Rod MacArthur; the 
broodmare Saints Fancy, owned by Dave Gar- 
rity; the broodmare Sweeptrap, owned by B. 
Charlton; the broodmare Donatta, owned by 
George Day; four horses in training, Merrie Blit- 
zen, Merrie Prancer, Patsy and an unnamed filly 
by St. Henry—-Ballotade, all owned by Mr. Selke 
and members of his family; and the following 
horses in training, owned chiefly by W. G. Camp- 
bell, D. Garrity and Conn Smythe: Merrie Dancer, 
White Thorn, Easy Days, Poets Dream, Lawful 
Gamble, Canny Age, Six to Four, an unnamed 
filly by *Axenstein—-Adriante, and an unnamed 
filly by St. Henry—-Calendula. 

The Thorncliffe Park management has offered, 
and has advertised in Toronto papers, a reward of 
$500 for information leading to the conviction of 
the persons responsible for the fires. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


CHARLES TOWN CLOSES 

EVERAL weeks before the scheduled opening 

of the Charles Town 13-day meeting, odds as 
high as 3 to 1 were offered that the track would 
not open its gates, and a few days before the 
opening date, December 1, a _ near-cloudburst 
which washed out sections of the backstretch 
made it even less likely that the session would 
materialize. However, the necessary repairs were 
made, and on December 6 the first program was 
run off. A few days later it was announced that 
the meeting had been extended, would not close 
until December 25. Despite predictions that the 
venture would ‘“flop,’”’ Charles Town completed its 
schedule and closed with the Christmas Day’s 
program. Cheap races were the rule, and adverse 
weather, chilly days, and occasional snowfalls 
kept attendance down, but reports from the 
track’s officials indicate that they felt the meet- 
ing to be successful. 

Some of the success, apparently, originated 
less in the attractiveness of the racing offered 
than in the opportunity which the light betting 
offered to speculators who padded the mutuels 
in order to run up prices on horses which should 
have been even-money favorites and to profit at 
the expense of bookmakers away from the track. 
All of this helped swell the daily betting, which 
on some occasions reached $60,000. Such a sys- 
tem of padding, much deplored by handbook- 
makers, who claim to have lost some $100,000 
dollars through the practice, is of course not 
necessarily a reproach to the track, for the man- 
agement is naturally not interested in protecting 
bookmakers and accepts the money which comes 
through the machines, regardless of the purpose 
for which it is wagered. However, such padding 
of the machines is associated, in the minds of 


the racing public generally, with races which are 
decided before the horses get to post, so that the 
Charles Town meeting was hardly calculated to 
build up public confidence in the racing game. 
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JOCKEYS 


TURNER, making rapid strides to overhaul 

e G. Fowler for riding honors at the Fair 
Grounds, rode a triple December 18. He was 
compelled to share the day’s honors with M. 
Terry, who also rode three winners. Turner took 
the lead with 16 winners through December 22. 
Terry, with eight winners in six days, was second 
with 13... H. Murray was set down three days at 
Charles Town December 17 for disobedience at 
the post. .. Samuel Hodges, 17-year-old New Or- 
leans boy, rode the first mount of his ca- 
reer December 17 on Cosmos. A. Abel 
was leading the American jockeys in the matter 
of percentage up to November 30, excluding riders 
who had ridden fewer than 10 mounts. With 43 
chances, Abel won 14 races, was second six times, 
third six times, for a percentage of .38... J. H. 
Henry suffered a fractured collar bone when 
Backward Never fell at New Orleans December 
18... George Ellis, who found increasing weight 
in his way when attempting a comeback in New 
Hampshire last summer, is leaving the saddle and 
will train a few horses. . . J. Wood was suspended 
20 days at New Orleans December 19 after stew- 
ards found him guilty of causing the crowding 
which resulted in the death of Backward Never 
and the injury of her rider. Wood’s mount, fin- 
ishing second, was disqualified. .. G. Atkin was 
suspended for the rest of the Charles Town meet- 
ing (four days) for foul riding December 20.. . 
B. Cortelletty was set down five days for foul 
riding at the Fair Grounds December 20. . . J. 
Jacobs received a like suspension December 17... 
Howard Hughes, now in a Houston hospital as the 
result of injuries sustained in a spill at Epsom 
Downs, absolved J. Guerra of blame for the mis- 
hap and offered to testify before the Texas Racing 
Commission on Guerra’s behalf. The Epsom 
Downs stewards had recommended that Guerra’s 
license be revoked. Hughes later said, “I was under 
the influence of an anaesthetic and did not realize 
what I had said until I saw it in the paper. The 
boy who was on Semester [Guerra] cut across 
and tripped my horse.” . . Pat Pryor, injured at 
Empire City last fall, returned to the saddle at 
Tropical Park December 21. .. T. P. Martin was 
set down five days for foul riding at New Or- 
leans December 21... R. Booker rode three win- 
ners at Charles Town December 22... E. Smith 
got a 10-day suspension for foul, riding at Tropi- 
cal Park December 22. . . Silvio Coucci, now in 
second place on the jockey list, was born August 
5, 1914. . . Mack Garner is reported to be much 
annoyed at the persistence of the story that he 
is through with the saddle following severance of 
his connection with the Brookmeade Stable. “I 
have no intention of hanging up my tack,” he 
said. ‘I don’t expect to retire for a half a dozen 
years yet.’’ He said that he had offers to become 
contract rider for at least three Eastern stables. 
Mrs. Garner, also annoyed by Mack's recent pub- 
licity, was chiefly concerned with the statement 
that Garner is 37 years old. “He isn't that old 
by five years,” she said. Anyway, Mack began 
race riding in 1914, by the records. . . Steve Dono- 
ghue, hero of six English Derbies, writes from 
Jamaica that he intends to ride at Hialeah Park. 
Silvio Coucci, beginning the Santa Anita 
meeting seven winners behind Maurice Peters for 
top honors of 1934, brought in two winners on 
Christmas Day to cut his rival’s lead to five. At 
the end of that day, the score was Peters 214, 
Coucci 209. . . Charlie Corbett became the father 


of an eight-pound son on Christmas Day... 
A. Pascuma and L. Du Pre were suspended 10 
days each for foul riding at Tropical Park De- 
cember 24... Hank Mills, second leading jockey 
in 1932 and since retired to touting, rode a win- 
ner at Alamc Downs December 23 in a race for 
stable ponies. .. J. J. Smith rode three winners 
at Alamo Downs December 25. L. Machado 
was suspended 16 days for a foul in the first race 
at Alamo Downs December 25. He struck R. G. 
Cooper with his whip. Machado was astride He 
Devil, and won by a head from Cooper’s mount. 
The finish was allowed to stand. 


DOPE 


SUSPENSIONS AT CHARLES TOWN 
OUR trainers were suspended for the remainder 
of the Charles Town meeting and their cases 
referred to the West Virginia Racing Commission 
in connection with the stimulation of horses at 
the West Virginia tracks. 

William Mein was charged with the stimulation 
of Kharaon, which raced December 14, and P. B. 
Venezeno’s suspension was connected with the 
performance of Hair Trigger, December 13. Both 
horses were refused entry for the rest of the 
meeting. Heavy betting on both in their respec- 
tive races was observed. 

Violation of the rule which forbids stimulation 
of horses caused the suspension of Trainers L. 
Sauer and A. Utterback and the reference of 
their cases to the Racing Commission for such 
further action as the Commission deems fit. The 
suspension of Sauer was in connection with the 
running of Good Sense on December 21, that of 
Utterback in connection with the running of 
Mazyniata on the same day. 


DATES FOR 1935 IN NEW YORK 

Although nothing like a definite schedule has 
been agreed upon, it is considered probable that 
New York’s 1935 racing season will open April 
20, four days later than the date allowed by law. 
The season, legally, may extend until November 
15, but it is expected that the New York tracks 
will close in October, after 162 racing days, one 
less than made up the 1934 season. The tentative 
schedule will be presented to the five New York 
associations and later to The Jockey Club for 
confirmation. 

Algernon Daingerfield, secretary of The Jockey 
Club, said that the slightly shortened season in 
no way indicated a retrenchment. Expressing 
his expectations for the coming season he said: 

The coming season may well be the greatest in the 
history of the sport, since all signs ure propitious for 


better competition and increased attendance. Plans for 
expansion and plant improvement are under considera- 
tion by all of the associations because of the bright 
prospects.

TWENTY GRAND 


RS. HELEN HAY WHITNEY’S' Twenty 

Grand is attracting more attention than any 
other horse in connection with the $100,000 added 
Santa Anita Handicap to be run at the new 
Arcadia track February 23. Newspapers, quick 
to recognize the dramatic possibilities of his at- 
tempted come-back, have had multitudes of news 
and feature stories. Racing papers have reported 
details, and many racing writers have felt 
obliged to explain their opinions as to his chances. 
Time, the magazine, last week gave a page to 
the noted horse, emphasizing his lack of interest 
in providing publicity for Hollywood. 

Last week Twenty Grand was furnishing news 
that sounded good to Mrs. Whitney, his doting 
owner. Tuesday, December 18, the magnificent 
son of *St. Germans worked six furlongs over the 
Santa Anita track in 1:14, finished well in hand. 
The following Saturday, December 22, he flashed 
an extraordinary workout, a mile in 1:3745. The 
first quarter was in :23%5, half in :4725, six fur- 
longs in 1:12. Presumably his capable exercise 
boy, Hugh Pritchett, was in the saddle, and the 
weight was about 132 pounds. Next day High 
Glee (108) won a mile stakes race in 1:37. 

While railbird trainers began to hope that 
Trainer William Brennan would save some of the 
energy of his precious charge for use in actual 
competition, the announcement came from Mr. 
Brennan that he planned to start Twenty Grand 
in the Santa Maria Handicap, $2,500 added, all 
ages, six furlongs, on Saturday, December 29. 

Many Turf writers have informed their readers, 
quite correctly, that it is a very difficult matter 
to bring a horse back to a form approaching his 
best after he has been retired to the stud for 
one or more seasons. Few have accorded Twenty 
Grand much of a chance. However, Judge Charles 
E. Mickelwait, irrepressible champion of the 
Greentree champion, in a letter dated Christmas 
Eve and addressed to the writer, makes the fol- 
lowing rating of the Santa Anita Handicap 
horses: Twenty Grand 135, Equipoise 133, Caval- 
cade 132, Time Supply 120. The Judge has no 
quarrel with the remainder of Secretary Webb 
Everett’s weights. He announces that if Old 
Rosebud, propounder-in-chief of the virtues of the 
unquestionably great Equipoise, wishes to make 
a horse-for-horse wager, he (Judge Mickelwait) 
will be glad to take the Twenty Grand side of it. 

In England the venerable “Mankato” (Dr. J. B. 
Robertson), having noticed the report that Twen- 
ty Grand may possibly make a try for the Ascot 
Gold Cup of 1935, took his pedigree apart, men- 
tioned the wonderful English strains of *St. Ger- 
mans and *All Gold, which would give him “some 
pretensions to stay a distance of ground,” but 
waggled an incriminating finger at the American 
trash in the lower part of the pedigree because of 
whose presence “the prospect is less favorable.” 
Dr. Robertson says Twenty Grand has “never 
been tested for stamina, as based on British and 
French standards.” Dr. Robertson now has the 
distinction of being the first Turf writer to doubt 
Twenty Grand’s stamina. 

Meanwhile, back at Greentree Farm, Lexington, 
Arthur W. Shutts, manager, is saving clippings. 
If Twenty Grand should come back to the farm 
without further triumphs, the clippings probably 
will remain his personal property. Otherwise, 
Mr. Shutts is contemplating with pleasure the day 
when he will be able to call certain disparaging 
remarks to the attention of their authors. 


In answer to a query which came to THE BLOob- 
HORSE, the following information is furnished by 
Mr. Shutts. Twenty Grand weighed 1,350 pounds 
in June, 1934, just before he began galloping in 
preparation for his present training. When he 
left Greentree Farm a month ago his weight was 
1,135 pounds. He stands 16 hands and two inches. 

The writer would like to drag in two purely 
personal opinions. First, Twenty Grand is the 
grandest-looking Thoroughbred he ever saw. 
Second, there is a very strong chance, as racing 
chances go, that Twenty Grand will again prove 
himself the best horse in America.

FOREIGN 


NEWMARKET DECEMBER SALES 


N keeping with the general upturn in the blood- 

stock market in England this year, the New- 
market December Sales showed an increase in 
the amount of money passed to sellers and in the 
average price received for the horses. During 
five days of selling there were disposed of 673 
lots for 196,446 guineas ($1,021,519, figuring the 
guineas at $5.20, the current rate), average 292 
guineas ($1,518). The figures are approximate, 
as it is difficult to determine from English ex- 
changes the exact results of the sale. The fol- 
lowing informatory paragraphs are from a letter 
just received by the editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
from a friend in England: 

The actual figures received from Tattersalls.  in- 
cluding private sales, were 201,550 guineas, compared 
with 172,055 guineas for 1933. This means an increase 
of 29,495 guineas. At the same time, there were about 
81 fewer lots than in 1933. About 75 per cent of the 
catalogue changed hands. Others would have been 
sold if they had not had ridiculous reserves. Sound 
horses in training were difficult to buy. There was a 
very good demand for young mares of interesting 
breeding credentials. 

Dealing with the actual sale total, I should mention 
that the purchases on behalf of the Singer family made 
a difference of about £40,000, so, apart from those sales, 
the results were very much the same as last year. 
However, having regard to the great restrictions on 
the circulation in currency, we cannot be disappointed 
in the results that were achieved. 

This year’s average of 292 guineas for the De- 
cember sales was 34 per cent higher than the 1933 
average of 218 guineas, which happened to be 
exactly the same figure as that for the December 
sales of 1932. 

The two highest prices of the entire sale were 
paid for broodmares in the group of horses con- 
signed by the trustees of the late Anglo-American 
sportsman W. M. G. Singer. Fur Tor, 4-year-old 
chestnut mare by Apelle (by Sardanapale) out 
of Leighon Tor, by Torloisk (by Gallinule), was 
purchased by H. E. Morris for 5,600 guineas 
($29,120). Fur Tor, a good stakes winner with 
splendid family connections, was apparently in 
foal to Plantago. Second highest price, 4,500 
guineas ($23,400), was paid by Lord Woolaving- 
ton for Lilium, 7-year-old bay mare by Gains- 
borough——Wild Arum, by Robert le Diable. She 
is a half-sister to Malva, dam of Blenheim and 
King Salmon, and was apparently in foal to 
Plantago. 

The 2-year-old gelding Domum, a good 3-year- 
old prospect, went to Sir E. Hoyle for 3,000 guin- 
eas ($15,600). Seven other horses in training 
reached prices as high as 2,000 guineas. Among 
these were Trigo’s brother Harinero and the 
3-year-old Berestoi, purchased at 2,300 guineas 
each by the British Bloodstock Agency for Aus- 
tralian clients. 
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STUD NEWS 


BUBBLING OVER 


T $300 for the season of 1935, Bubbling Over 

should have his best book. He is a cheap 
horse at that figure. This is said after a member 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE staff, curious as to why Col. 
E. R. Bradley reduced the fee from $500, which 
it was last season, looked closely into his record 
at stud. Bubbling Over’s first foals came in 
1928, and his score for five crops of racing age to 
the end of 1934 stands 96 registered foals, 75 
starters, 51 winners (among them Burgoo King, 
winner of the Kentucky Derby and Preakness 
Stakes, Boys Howdy and Bien Fait, also stakes 
winners), four placed without winning, 20 un- 
placed and 21 non-starters, of which four were 
not named. 

Inquiry developed that for the season of 1934 
there are only 49 mares at Idle Hour Farm, of 
which 10 have been booked to Burgoo King, 
standing at John S. Wiggins’ Military Stock 
Farm, it being Colonel Bradley’s desire to help 
“make” this son of Bubbling Over. This leaves 
39 mares to visit the courts of the six stallions at 
home. That, therefore, is the answer. Bubbling 
Over has winners from daughters of Black Toney, 
Black Servant, Broomstick and Man o’ War, but 
he does best on mares from England or Ireland 
or strong in English blood. 


RUSH HOUR TO PORTO RICO 


The young stallion Rush Hour, 4-year-old son 
of Happy Time from Activity, by *Mont d’Or II, 
and winner of the Maryland Futurity, has been 
sold by his owner-breeder, Sylvester W. Labrot, 
to Teodow Viera, of Rio Piedras, Porto Rico. Mr. 
Viera purchased several mares ‘at the Lexington 
November sales and it is as a mate for these 
mares that he has purchased Rush Hour. This 
horse, while at the top of his form at Havre de 
Grace in September, 1933, fractured a sesamoid 
bone in his off fore leg. This necessitated his 
withdrawal from racing. Put to the stud last 
Spring Rush Hour covered a few mares, most of 
which are in foal. He goes to his new home from 
Baltimore aboard the Bull liner Barbara, sailing 
December 26, in charge of Mr. Viera’s stud groom 
who came north for the purpose. 


DEFINING THE BREEDER 

At a meeting of the Stewards of The Jockey 
Club, held in New York, Wednesday, December 
19, the following regulation was adopted: 


The breeder of an animal, for the purposes of regis- 
tration, is the owner of the dam at the time of foaling, 


and when held under a lease, bred on shares or in part- 
nership, only such lease or partnership will be recog- 
nized for such purposes which is filed in the office of 


The Jockey Club. 

In other words, the regulation is the same as it 
has been since about the time The Jockey Club 
acquired the American Stud Book and took over 
from the late Sanders D. Bruce, the work of reg- 
istering Thoroughbreds, with the exception of the 
added explanation concerning leases, shares, and 
partnership. In other words, the person who 
leases a mare for breeding purposes and desires 
that he be recorded as the breeder of the resulting 
foal must manifest the fact by filing a copy of 
the lease with The Jockey Club. If the owner of 
a stallion wishes to be known as part breeder of 
the foal resulting from a shares arrangement 
with the owner of the mare, a copy of the agree- 
ment must be filed with The Jockey Club. If a 


mare is owned in partnership, and both partners 


wish to be known as breeders of the foal, a copy 
of the partnership agreement must be filed with 
The Jockey Club. 


CHICARO TO KING RANCH 


J. W. Dial, of Goliad, Texas, informs THE 
BLOOD-HORSE that he has sold Chicaro to Robert 
J. Kleberg, manager of King Ranch, Kingsville, 
Texas. This 11-year-old bay son of *Chicle from 
Wendy, by Peter Pan, is a good breeder and has 
some promising coming 2-year-olds, which Mr. 
Dial has shipped to George Phillips at Columbia, 
S. C. His first winners appeared this year. 


BREEDING NOTES 


Gamaliel, winner of a maiden race at Tropical 
Park December 21, was the nineteenth Wise 
Counsellor 2-year-old to enter the winner's circle. 

Wallace S. Rich, secretary of Stewart Iron 
Works, Cincinnati, Ohio, would like to hear from 
persons who might be interested in having a 
daughter of Wise Counsellor for breeding pur- 
poses. 

Breeders will be interested to know that Major 
John F. Wall is planning to have his new book 
on Thoroughbred bloodlines out about March 1. 
THE BLOOD-HORSE will tell more about this work 
later on. 

Hush Dear, 9-year-old daughter of Pennant— 
Baksheesh, by Hamburg, in foal to Victorian, 
ran into a tree December 24 at Castleton, David 
M. Look’s estate at Lexington, and killed herself.

DEATH OF MRS. RUMSEY 


Mrs. Mary Harriman Rumsey, from injuries 
received in a fall with her mount while riding to 
hounds in Virginia several weeks ago, died during 
the night of December 18 in a Washington hospi- 
tal. Mrs. Rumsey was the daughter of the late 
Edward H. and Mary Averell Harriman, and the 
widow of Charles Cary Rumsey, noted sculptor. 
She is survived by two sisters, Mrs. Robert Liv- 
ingston Gerry, Mrs. W. Plunkett Stewart, two 
brothers, William Averell Harriman and Edward 
Roland Harriman, and three children, Mary Har- 
riman Rumsey, Charles Cary Rumsey and Bron- 
son Harriman Rumsey. Mrs. Harriman, at the 
time of her death was chairman of the Consum- 
ers’ Advisory Board of the N. R. A. Her’s was 
a many-sided career. She was the founder of 
the Junior League. She was a farmer, livestock 
breeder, student of eugenics and biology, polo 
player, huntswoman, leader in the co-operative 
movement in this country and a prime factor in 
numerous charitable and educational enterprises. 
After her father’s death she managed the famous 
Arden Farm, in Orange County, N. Y., and after 
her marriage she and her husband established a 
farm of 500 acres in the Blue Ridge section of 
Virginia, which she also managed. Funeral ser- 
vices in St. Thomas’ Episcopal Church at Wash- 
ington on’ December 19 were largely attended. 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt and members of the 
President’s Cabinet were among those present. 
Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss Frances Perkins, who 
made her home in Washington with Mrs. Rumsey 
and was with her when she died, accompanied 
the remains and the family to Arden, N. Y., and 
were present at the interment on December 20.

RACING SERVICE WAR 
HE underworld government of the public af- 
fairs of Chicago is as amazing to the citizen 
who takes his citizenship casually as are the 
underground rivers which occasionally come to 
the surface in cavernous regions and then dis- 
appear again. 

A turbulent stream which recently came to the 
surface in the Windy City is the war over the 
sucker-stripping privileges of Chicago’s hundreds 
of handbooks, a part of a more widespread war 
which involves the millions of dollars available 
from similar sources all over the country. After 
John J. Lynch, Lionel C. Lenz and Edward N. 
Lenz (the Lenzes are nephews of Mont Tennes) 
had filed suit, November 16, for an accounting of 
General News Bureau funds, the Chicago Ameri- 
can began investigating the subterranean ramifi- 
cations of the stream, caused its readers’ eyes 
to open wide at accounts of profits of more than 
$1,000,000 arising solely from the printing service 
to handbooks in the last five years. The suit was 
filed because the plaintiffs, stockholders in the 
General News Bureau, thought they had been 
deprived of their share of the profits. 

Robert N. Goldberg, attorney for James Ragen, 
Sr., manager of Bentley, Murray and Company, 
who do the printing, and for Mr. Ragen’s son, 
James, Jr., sniffed at the revelations. Said he: 

We have told the court what is our defense in this 
case and it is in the record. 

The case is a fight between gamblers over the split of 
illegal profits of an illegal business. They have the 
effrontery to come into a court of equity and try to 
get an equitable distribution of illegal profits from an 
illegal business, which cannot be done. 


At the proper time we will seek to have the suit dis- 
missed on that grounds. 


Following out his prescribed course of defense, 
Attorney Golding last week cited England’s 
celebrated “Highwaymen’s Case,” the record of 
which has been legal provender since 1725. When 
one thief sued another for proper division of the 
loot the court threw the case out because it had 
no jurisdiction. Therefore, continued Attorney 
Golding, . .

BLOOD-HORSE records, included 752 individ- 
uals, a small number being sold twice. They were 
sold for a total of $617,920, averaging $821.70. 
This represents a considerable advance over the 
figures of 1933, when 883 head were sold for 
$579,945, average $656.79. Individual prices were 
up 25 per cent over those of 1933, that year’s fig- 
ures being about 16 per cent better than those of 
1932. The number sold, which has been dropping 
since 1930, fell 131 in 1934. The highest price of 
the 1934 sales was $11,500, paid for a colt by

$66,000 A DAY IN BETS 


The British United Press carries a story of 
Anselme Dubois, ‘‘a quiet, smiling grandfather 
with pockets stuffed with banknotes,” who says 
he wagers $50,000 a day on French race courses: 


“IT reckon to stake a million francs ($66,000) at every 
race meeting from now on,’ M. Dubois tells the crowd 
that follows him every time he goes to the betting 
booths, “and I shall not stop until I have won 100,000,000 
francs 1[$6.600,000]."". This he confidently expects to ac- 
complish in a few months. 

Although he has been a race-goer and backer for 40 
vears, M. Dubo’s savs it was only a few weeks ago that 
he discovered his “infallible’’ method of winning. He 
ree to reveal the secret, but admits it is ‘‘simplicity 
itself.” 

He stakes 100,000 frances [$6,600] on a single horse, 
and he bets on every event on the card. His method in- 
volves a mathematical sequence, and, according to his 
own account, has been a success so far. 

The only snag for M. Dubois is the fear expressed 


bv his family that he may lose the whole of his fortune. 


“But I keep them quiet,” he says merrily, “by giving 
them expensive cars and fur coats.” 


BETTING ON BARGAINS 


A recent argument at Wentworth, country es- 
tate of Lord Fitzwilliam in England, resulted in 
an impromptu yearling judging contest. The 
participants were Lord Fitzwilliam, Lord Beatty, 
James de Rothschild and Lord Hamilton. Each 
agreed to go to the yearling sales at Doncaster 
the next morning and purchase a horse for less 
than 100 guineas (about $525). Next year they 
are to have a special race, and each has backed 
his horse to win. The Sunday Dispatch (London), 
in which the story was reported, says: 

“Next morning the public were astonished to 
see these four rich owners, accompanied by their 
trainers, inspecting with meticulous care all the 
cheapest animals in the sales! Even Steve Dono- 
ghue was called in as adviser.” 

The Dencaster summaries show Lord Fitzwil- 
liam as the purchaser of a filly for 100 guineas, 
but the names of the other parties to the contest 
do not appear.
